LA NSING — (ZP)—A new one- 
m an grand ju ry system in M ichi­ 
gan was one step nearer reality 
today w ith house approval. 
The bill was passed yesterday 
in total silence by a 66 to 9 vote. 
To the great surprise of a packed 
gallery, the looked-for storm of 
debate failed to materialize. 
There was speculation th at o p ­ 
ponents w ere almost certain the 
senate would bottle up the bill, 
so opponents did not feel called 
on to expend^ their verbal 
a m ­ 
munition. 
Corruption Disclosed 
The bill was w atered dow n by 
a last-m inute am endm ent w hich 
would perm it witnesses to refuse 
to testily on grounds of se lf-in ­ 
crim ination even if 
they 
w ere 
granted im m unity from prosecu­ 
tion. 
The legislature 
abolished 
the 
one-m an system two years 
ago 
after it had be.en used to 
u n ­ 
earth sensational charges of state 
and local corruption and graft. It 
was widely criticized as placing 
too much pow er in the hands of 
one m an and 
being 
otherw ise 
abused. 
In a statem ent following 
the 
vote, Rep. Louis C. Cranston (R - 
L apeer), the sponsor, said he did

am endm ent unduly weakened the 
bill.

William A. Ellsworth of St. Ig­ 
nace—joined to sustain it. 
Both voted with proponents of 
the scuttling on am endm ents, but

vote. 
Costs Cut Down 
The ‘‘lien law,” denounced 
by 
Governor Williams, requires the 
state to file claims against 
the 
estates of old age assistance reci­ 
pients alter their deaths. 
It 
is 
intended to force their relatives 
to support them under penalty of 
losing then 
inheritances. 
The 
state w elfare departm ent report- 
t i 
had n 
< i old age assist­ 
ance costs mo e than $3,000,000 
a year. 
The scuttling bill would have 
forbidden the state lo force the 
sale of a homestead to pay its 
claims. 
Since old age assistance 
recipients can have little proper­ 
ty to become eligible for 
bene- 
fits, tile exemption of their homes 
would virtually leave the state no 
property against which to levy.

Transit Workers Sit 
Tight For Raise 
DETROIT— (ZP) — Peace 
talks, 
like 
the street cars and 
buses 
stalled

D etroit’s six-day-old 
strike of 3,700 
transit 
workers,

Negotiations 
were 
deadlocked 
when city officials and representa­ 
tives of striking A FL drivers and 
operators broke 
off 
discussions 
yesterday. 
Leo Nowieki, general m anager 
of the city’s departm ent of street 
railways, said lie would try to get 
tho parties together again today. 
The union is dem anding an 8*2 
cent hourly wage boost. The city 
has offered five cents an hour if 
the union will give 
up 
certain 
fringe benefits. 
Base pay is $1.67 L an hour. 
In general the fringes bring the 
pay above $2.00. 
Acting under 
Michigan’s 
law 
forbiding strikes by public utility 
workers, the city was preparing to 
send dismissal notices to strikers. 
However some of the drivers e x ­ 
pressed only am usem ent at the 
dismissal move. 
They said new drivers could not 
break the strike because it takes 
45 days to train 
a 
replacem ent 
properly, “and how can they train 
the substitutes if the union w on’t 
let the buses out of the term inal."

Meat Outlined 


Slaughterers Must 
Put Stamp On Cuts 
Effective 
immediately, 
all 
wholesale cuts of meat must be 
stamped by individual slaughter­ 
ers with the registration number 
given them by the Office of Price 
Stabilization, Everett 
J. 
Davis, 
Grand Rapids district OPS direc­ 
tor, announced today . 
“Actually April 15 was the dead­ 
line for slaughterers to register 
with the Cleveland Regional OPS 
office, but a strict 
enforcement 
policy has not been followed dur­ 
ing the few days after the dead­ 
line because of last-minute regis­ 
trations,” Davis said. 
“Under the OPS meat distribu­ 
tion program sot up by Distribu­ 
tion Order I, meat not properly 
stamped with 
the 
slaughterer’s 
OPS registration number must be 
considered illegal pleat,” 
Davis 
said. “Slaughterers who have not 
registered with OPS and who are 
continuing to kill and sell meat 
are operating illegally and are

Slaughterers selling to retailers 
in Grand Rapids, or in any other 
community with local meat in­ 
spection where each slaughtering 
establishment uses an inspection 
stamp w ill be honored as tile OPS 
registration number for a “very 
limited period” until the slaughter­ 
er has had an opportunity to make 
up a stamp bearing his own OPS 
registration number, Davis point­ 
ed out. 
Must Bear Stamp 
“Any retailer 
receiving 
moat 
which does not bear a slaughterer’s 
registration num ber on ail whole­ 
sale cuts should immediately notify 
the slaughterer that he must have 
the meat properly stamped for the 
retailor’s own protection,” 
Davis 
emphasized. “ It must bo remem­ 
bered that the retailer possessing 
unstamped moat is 
in 
violation, 
along with his supplier.” 
He urged unregistered slaugh­ 
terers. who through ignorance of 
the regulation have failed to com­ 
ply with the meat distribution or­

This will acknow ledge receipt of 
your letter of April 13 concerning 
decrease in the M ichigan D epart­ 
m ent of H ealth's mobile unit x -ra y 
service and discontinuation of the 
notification of birth registration. 
About th e latter part of

October the State H ealth D epart­ 
m ent received word that the fed­ 
eral funds budgeted for our use 
which had previously been 
a p ­ 
proved had suffered a cut retroac­ 
tive to Ju ly I, 1950. 
Inasm uch as 
almost half, of our State Health 
D enartm ent program s have in the 
past been 
financed 
by 
federal 
funds, this placed us in a very 
em barrassing 
position. 
We 
did 
our best to rearrange our budgets 
and salvage w hat we could, but 
j we simply did not have 
enough 
money to provide all of the serv­ 
ice previously given. 
As a result 
| then of these retroactive cuts iii 
oui 
federal appropriations, three

were rem oved from service and

Williams Lists 
Defense Budget 


Legislature Asked To 
Provide $7,169,192 
L A N SIN G — (ZP)—Governor W il­ 
liams sent a special message to 
the legislature today asking $7.- 
169,192 for th e state’s participa­ 
tion in the national defense p ro ­ 
gram. 
His request included $6,681,050 
for the Office of Civil Defense, 
$360,000 to add 250 men to the 
state police and $128,142 to the d e ­ 
p artm en t of economic developm ent 
to help sm all business obtain w ar 
sub-contracts and otherwise p ro ­ 
m ote M ichigan industry. 
The civil defense budget includ­ 
ed $1,959,250 as the state’s share 
of fire-fighting, 
com m unications 
and m edical equipm ent. It antici­ 
pates $2,907,500 from the federal 
g overnm ent and $1,782,850 from 
local governm ents in addition. 
W illiams asked $3,500,000 to e x ­ 
tend the sta te ’s mass blood-typing 
program to cover 3,000.000 m ore 
citizens. 
He requested $250,000 to train 
civil defense volunteers, asserting 
“raw courage, w ithout organiza­ 
tion or know ledge of the precise 
job to be done by each of us, will 
not avail.” 
T he budget included $516,800 to 
organize 20 m obile support groups 
and $50,000 for studies of bom b 
shelters.

Heating Of Air 
In ll. P. Mines 
Is Described 


H eating the ventilating air be­ 
fore it is blown into the mines to 
prevent icing and closing of air 
shafts is a common practice in cold 
w inter months at several under­ 
ground iron ore mines on the Me­ 
nom inee Iron Range in Michigan, 
according to an inform ation cir­ 
cular issued today by the Bureau 
of Mines. Two main types of heat­ 
ing plants in use at the Michigan 
m ines are described in the circu­ 
lar. 
O utside tem peratures in the Iron 
R iver area range as low at 47 de­ 
grees below zero in 
the w inter 
m onths, the circular points out. 
W hen below-freezing air is forced 
into the ventilating shafts, some 
of w hich are exceptionally wet, 
ice forms in the shafts. Unless pre­ 
ventive m easures are taken, the 
shafts will close entirely. 
In m any mines, this ice is m elt­ 
ed by reversing 
the 
ventilating 
cu rren t and draw ing 
w arm 
air 
from the mine up the usual dow n­ 
draft air shaft. At the Michigan 
m ines investigated, 
interm ittent 
freezing and thaw ing of ice form ­ 
ed in the shafts tended to loosen 
the wall rock, 
requiring 
m ajor 
shaft repairs, it was shown, and 
one large operating com pany found 
it m ore convenient and economi­ 
cal to heat the fresh air during 
cold weather. 
In describing the types of heat­ 
ing 
plants—the ste am -h eat type 
and the hot air ty p e—operated by 
this com pany (The M. A. Hanna 
C om pany), the B ureau of Mines 
points out that the purpose of the 
report is “to cover the operating 
idea rath er than to discuss 
the 
technical details of design and air­ 
flow.” 
Coal is the fuel used to heat the 
ail1 in both types of plants, accord­ 
ing to Hie circular. In the steam- 
heat type, frosh cold air is drawn 
through 
steam -heated 
coils and 
forced into the shaft by a fan. In 
the hot air type, cold air is draw n 
into the circulatory ducts of a
